GET GO-AHEAD

DEVELOPERS will have to in¬ 
vestigate issues with under¬ 
ground gas before works can 
start on transforming a dis¬ 
used quarry into a residential 
area of more than 280 homes. 

FCC Environment has been given 
the go-ahead to proceed with a 30- 
year masterplan to fill in the Edwin 
Richards Quarry at Rowley Regis and 
build 281 homes on its southern edge. 

But the developer has admitted there is work 
to be done before construction can begin to en¬ 
sure that the site can be built upon. 

Concerns were raised at a meeting of 
Sandwell Council’s planning committee that 
there were issues surrounding gas emissions 
from the site. 

The quarry has been used for landfill in re¬ 
cent years with household waste having gone 
into the ground. This will be removed and re¬ 
placed with soil and non-hazardous materials 
as part of the development process. 

It is hoped the gaping hole that is the quarry 
will eventually become a green space to be used 
by residents of the new homes. 

FCC Environment said the development 
would regenerate the land and extend Rowley 
Regis. Bosses have also said it is not ‘practical, 
sustainable or desirable’ to leave the site as it 
is. But Dave Molland, from FCC Environment, 
admitted there were problems to be overcome. 

He said: “There is a gas issue that has been 
ongoing for a while and we are in discussions 
about where the gas is coming from. There will 
have to be a phase of study on the site to look 
at the ground conditions and assess gas migra¬ 
tion.” 

Lorries 

Mr Molland added: “This application is an 
outline, the principle of it. There are a lot of 
details to be finalised and there is a lot more 
work to do.” 

A huge waste management facility would be 
built on the site in order to manage the tens of 
thousands of tonnes of soil. Some 6,000 tons of 
materials would be driven to the site in lorries 
every week. A gas utilisation plant and a waste 
vehicle depot would also be set up. 

The outline plans were approved by coun¬ 
cillors after they had visited the 100,000 sq 
ft quarry ahead of their meeting. Experts at 
FCC said the quarry poses provides ‘health and 
safety management issues’ in its current state. 

The homes could be built by the beginning of 
the next decade but the overall project to fill in 
the quarry would take up to 30 years.

UP to 900 homes and a supermar¬ 
ket will be built under multi-million 
pound new plans for a site in Coseley. 

Bosses have unveiled new propos¬ 
als for the 66-acre Coseley Park site, 
which replaces the former Coseley 
Eco Park plans at the Bean Road and 
Wellington industrial estates and 
Newey Business Park. 

Plans were initially put forward 
for Coseley Eco Park in 2011 and in¬ 
cluded 200 homes, commercial and 
retail space. 

Planning permission for the 
scheme was granted in 2012, but 


stalled after the development partner 
ran into commercial difficulties. 

Since then the site has been short¬ 
listed as one of the UK’s first Hous¬ 
ing Zones. Now, developers Skelton 
Group Investments Limited, which 
owns the site, has drawn up revised 
plans. 

Deliver 

Graham Willson, director of 
Skelton Group Investments, said: 
“Our new plans will help deliver new 
sustainable communities and afforda¬ 
ble homes that Dudley needs but we 


want to know what the community 
thinks.” 

The new plans will see up to 900 
new homes, a public open space and 
a number of ponds and tree-lined 
streets. A smaller supermarket than 
was planned for the Coseley Eco Park 
development is also included. 

People are now being asked to have 
their say on the new plans before a 
planning application is submitted. 
Consultation events will be held 
today (Thursday) from 3pm to 8pm 
and tomorrow between 1pm and 6pm 
at Upper Ground Floor Office, Wei-

Melvyn Mottram, councillor for 
Coseley East, is to meet the develop¬ 
ers in the coming weeks over the re¬ 
vised plans. He said: “I welcome the 
plans, it is a good idea to bring in new 
housing for this area.” 

The masterplan site consists of 
the Wellington Industrial Estate to 
the north, the Bean Road Industrial 
Estate in the centre and the Newey 
Business Park to the south. The Bir¬ 
mingham New Road runs along the 
western boundary. 


Exhibition 
inspired by 
a pioneer 
of industry 

AN ART exhibition celebrating the life 
and achievements of one of the Black 
Country’s characters has opened. 

The Dud Dudley Challenge was 
launched as part of the Black Country 
Festival. It invited students to create 
paintings based on the life of Dud Dud¬ 
ley, the illegitimate son of Edward Sut¬ 
ton, the 5th Baron Dudley. 

Mr Sutton was a major landowner, 
mainly in Staffordshire and Worcester¬ 
shire, and was briefly a member of the 
House of Commons. His son Dud Dud¬ 
ley was born in 1599 and amongst his 
achievements was his experiments with 
coal to replace the dwindling supplies of 
wood required to make charcoal used in 
the smelting of iron. 

He fought on the side of King Charles 
I in the English Civil War and escaped 
from prison under the sentence of death 
and lived under an assumed name until 
King Charles II came to power. 

Insight 

Councillor Rachel Harris, cabinet 
member for health and wellbeing, said: 
“As well as offering some wonderful art¬ 
work the exhibition provides an insight 
into one of the borough’s more colourful 
characters, who was at the forefront of 
the Industrial Revolution in the Black 
Country.” 

The art exhibition is on show in the 
Churchill Shopping Centre until July 
31. It coincides with the Black Coun¬ 
try Festival, which has events running 
throughout July to mark the official 
Black Country Day on July 14.

Bank closure will leave 
customers stranded 

A BANK relied upon by a village 
community is going to close for 
good in three months’ time. 

Bosses at Barclay’s have confirmed 
the branch in Zoar Street, Gornal, will 
shut in October. 

The closure will leave customers with a 
four-mile round trip to the nearest branch 
in Sedgley. Barclays claim use of the Gor¬ 
nal branch has fallen by half in the past 
seven years but village leaders say it is fre¬ 
quently busy. 

Councillor David Branwood has launched 
a campaign to save the branch. The Dudley 
Council member said: “Gornal is a thriving 
village and is always busy with local peo¬ 
ple using the shops. Many local people rely 
on this branch and will find it difficult to 
travel to another. 

“I know there are many customers who 
do not drive. The bank is in the middle of 
the village and people have been using it for 
decades. It is those people who rely on the 
branch who are most likely to be inconven¬ 
ienced from having to travel into Sedgley. 

I will be writing to the Chairman of Bar¬ 
clay’s Bank asking him to think again and I 
would encourage others do the same.” 

The campaign to stop the closure is being 
supported by Dudley North MP Ian Austin 
who is hosting a petition on his website. 

Opportunity 

Letters have been sent by Barclay’s 
to branch customers telling them of the 
closure and the banking giant said staff 
will be given the opportunity to work at a 
nearby branch. 

Raj Dhaliwal, Barclay’s community 
leader for the Black Country said: “The 
way customers undertake their banking is 
changing as people increasingly use online, 
telephone and mobile devices. We must 
therefore evolve the shape and size of our 
branch network in response to changing 
customer behaviour. 

“At Barclays Lower Gornal branch, cus¬ 
tomer usage has declined by 50 per cent 
since 2008 and over half of our customers 
regularly use alternative branches, which 
is why we have taken the difficult decision 
to close the branch. We hope that the avail¬ 
ability of nearby branches, access to ser¬ 
vices at the Post Office and our range of 
digital channels will help to ease the tran¬ 
sition for our customers.”

Australian 
firm selling 
its half of 
Merry Hill 

QUEENSLAND Investment Corpora¬ 
tion is selling its 50 per cent stake in 
Merry Hill for around £500 million. 

The Aussie firm bought its share in 
the huge shopping complex from for¬ 
mer owners Westfield, an Australian 
shopping centres group, for £524m in 
February 2007. 

The stake is expected to formally 
come to market later this month and 
QIC has appointed leading commer¬ 
cial property consultants CBRE to 
handle the sale. 

The shopping centre, now re¬ 
branded as intu Merry Hill, is run 
by Intu Properties, which bought the 
other 50 per cent stake in March last 
year for £407.5m from Westfield. 

Mike Butterworth, chief operating 
officer of Intu, said: “We are aware 
of QIC’s plans to sell its half share 
of intu Merry Hill. The change has 
no implications for intu’s ownership, 
management or future strategy and 
we look forward to working with a 
new investor. 

Customers 

“Within the centre, for our custom¬ 
ers, retailers and restaurants, it is 
business as usual.” 

Merry Hill has 1.4m sq ft of retail 
space on two levels with 214 shop 
units and a further 3000 sq ft of other 
retail space. Its 290 stores and shops 
attracts around 25 million shopping 
visits each year.. 

QIC, created in 1991 by the 
Queensland government, holds nu¬ 
merous other retail assets mainly in 
Australia. 


Council to green 
light road project 

PROPOSALS for a major £6.3 million 
scheme aimed at easing congestion on 
a busy route through Dudley is likely 
to be backed at a meeting on Monday. 

Road improvements are due to be 
carried out along a section of Pen- 
snett High Street, where motorists 
currently often face delays. 

Cash for the project for the A4101 
route, which passes Dudley’s Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital, will be included 
in budgets to be rubber-stamped by 
when Dudley Council’s full council 
meets on Monday. 

The Black Country Local Enter¬ 
prise Partnership have confirmed a 
commitment in principle to contrib¬ 
uting £3.8m towards the scheme. The 
remaining £2.5m would be met from 
grants from central government.

The King Arthur’s fate has divided opinion 


A SUPERMARKET chain has been 
given the go-head to demolish land¬ 
mark Dudley pub the King Arthur. 

The derelict building, beside Bir¬ 
mingham New Road, will be replaced 
by an Aldi store with 94-space car 
park. 

Opinion has been split over the 
proposals, with some considering it 
an eyesore while others sought to pro¬ 
tect what they considered an iconic 
building. But members of Dudley 
Council’s Development Control Com¬ 
mittee unanimously voted in favour of 
demolition. 


Dudley North MP Ian Austin said 
he was pleased the project, which will 
create 40 jobs, had been approved. 
But West Midlands MEP and Sedg- 
ley councillor, Bill Etheridge, is con¬ 
cerned about the impact it would have 
on shops in Priory Road. 

The roadhouse pub, built in 1939 
by Dudley architects Webb and Gray, 
closed in 2012. 

There was a round of applause from 
members of the public after Dud¬ 
ley Council’s Development Control 
Committee unanimously agreed to 
approve the scheme. 


Committee chairman Councillor 
Qadar Zada, said: “The King Arthur 
has reached the end of its natural life. 
The pub is in a pathetic state. It is not 
a true reflection of Dudley. We could 
sit here and mourn the pub or we can 
celebrate what might come.” 

Councillor Etheridge had collected 
more than 100 signatures in a pe¬ 
tition calling for the building to be 
preserved. He raised concerns about 
the impact on shops in Priory Road 
but Councillor Colin Elcock said the 
Aldi store could benefit those shops by 
bringing more people to the area. 


Danger driver tried to 
push officer into canal 


A POLICE officer almost ended up in 
a Black Country canal after a high¬ 
speed car chase, a judge heard. 

When the pursuit continues on foot, 
Jacob Khan attempted to push him the 
officer into the water in a bid to escape, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. 

The 23-year-old had been driving at double 
the speed limit but, when he realised his vehi¬ 
cle was going to be caught, he took to his heels. 

Mr Edward Soulsby, prosecuting, explained 
that officers tried to stop Khan on Birmingham 
New Road in Dudley on May 5 but he panicked 
because he had neither insurance nor a valid 
licence and accelerated away. 

He lost control and spun 180 degrees to end 
up facing the police car which he then drove 
straight at, clipping the corner of the vehicle 
before speeding away. The chase continued 
until Khan abandoned his car in Tipton. 

Khan was arrested following a short foot 
chase with the officers during which he at¬ 
tempted to push one of them into the canal. 

Mr Soulsby said: “The officer managed to 
avoid going into the water after giving the de¬ 
fendant a whack.” 

He added: “On the night in question it had 
been raining and the roads were slippery. He 
had been driving at speeds up to 60mph in a 
30mph limit, which was far too far too fast for 
the conditions.” 

Chances 

Mr Christopher O’Gorman, defending, said 
Khan, who had no previous convictions, had 
acted completely out of character and now re¬ 
alised he had a criminal record which would 
clearly affect his future chances of gaining em¬ 
ployment. 

The court was told the defendant, who was 
driving a friend’s car, was now working hard to 
put his life back on track. 

Khan, of Himley View, Kingswinford, admit¬ 
ted dangerous driving and having neither in¬ 
surance nor a licence. He received a six-month 
jail term suspended under supervision for a 
year with 100 hours unpaid work. He was also 
banned from driving for two years and ordered 
to pay £308 costs. 

Judge Amjad Nawaz told him: “You have 
come very close to going to prison.”

SUMMER: The season when, having 
spent nine months waiting for a few hot 
days, you remember you don’t really like 
hot days. 

A READER may have solved the two 
biggest problems facing Europe, Afri¬ 
can refugees and Greek debt. He writes: 

Write off the 
interest repayments and in return Greece 
finds a home for all the migrants and ref¬ 
ugees that no other member states can 
accommodate. The population growth and 
house-building boom will stimulate their 
economy and they will grow their way back 
to economic fitness.” 

MEANWHILE, is anyone considering 
a scheme for British families to sponsor 
Greek families? There is tremendous sym¬ 
pathy towards ordinary Greek people. A 
hundred quid a month may not be a lot to 
some UK families but it would be manna 
from heaven for a cash-strapped family 
in Athens or Corfu. After the First World 
War, British towns and cities adopted war- 
wrecked towns in France and Flanders 
to help in their recovery. Politicians and 
bankers clearly haven’t a clue how to get 
Greece back on its feet. Maybe it’s time 
for the ordinary people of Europe to have 
ago. 

TV subtitles which are produced in¬ 
stantaneously for news bulletins are a 
rich source of merriment. But when the 
sub-titlers have all the time in the world, 
there’s no excuse for getting it wrong.

Tributes to nurse killed in road accident 


TRIBUTES have been paid to a hospital 
nurse who died after being thrown from 
his motorbike in a crash on his way to work 
in Dudley.

- was hailed as ‘caring and courageous’. 

The 50-year-old died after his Honda was 
involved in a collision with a white van, 
around a mile from Russells Hall Hospital 
where he worked.

Tributes have been paid to Mr Davies, a 
charge nurse who had worked at the hos¬ 
pital since 1991.

He is the best 
thing that ever happened to me and made 
me laugh every day.” Mr Davies’ daughter 
Tanaya, 19, described her dad as her hero 


and said that he was ‘a caring, courageous 
and very cheeky man’. 

Mr Davies lived in Amblecote having 
grown up in Kingswinford. It is understood 
staff across the Dudley Group NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust were observing a minute’s si¬ 
lence in his memory. A book of condolence 
had been opened at the hospital.

Parking chaos fear over 
staff move to new base

NINETY-ONE council work¬ 
ers are moving to offices in 
Wordsley - sparking fears 
of parking chaos in neigh¬ 
bouring streets. 

Community leaders have 
raised concerns about the move 
of staff from Stourbridge’s Mary 
Stevens Park agreed by council 
bosses. 

Wordsley councillor Derrick 
Hemingsley believes there are not 
enough spaces at the Mere Centre 
in Lawnswood Road and staff would 
be forced to find alternative parking 
in nearby roads. He fears this would 
deter disabled users of nearby Rich¬ 
ardson Hall from using the facility. 

He said: “Dudley Council say 
there are 75 car parking spaces 
at the Mere Centre but I believe a 
more realistic figure is that there 
are only 45 to 50 spaces. 

“My concern is that the children 
services staff would have no other 
option but to park across the road 
in the spaces provided in Wordsley 
Green.” 

There are also concerns over the 
impact on those using nearby Word¬ 
sley Community Centre, many of 
them pensioners. Its chairwoman, 
Janet Blakeway, said: “I am terri¬ 
bly concerned by the plan to move 
so many staff here. We already have 
a terrible parking problem and our 
members struggle to park as it is.” 

Complaints 

The move was brought about 
after complaints the council work¬ 
ers were clogging up parking spaces 
that should be used by visitors to 
Mary Stevens Park. 

Stourbridge MP Margot James 
launched a petition, signed by al¬ 
most 450 people, calling for the 
council to find a long-term solution 
to the problem. 

Dudley Council agreed to find an 
alternative site after the Charity 
Commission launched an investi¬ 
gation. A total of 91 of 200 workers 
based at the park will move to the 
Mere Centre. The switch is part of a 
wider scheme to save cash and make 
better use of space.

MP calls on 
companies 
to improve 
placements 

A BLACK Country MP has called on 
firms to offer improved work experi¬ 
ence placements to pupils. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin, who 
was recently chosen by Labour to 
sit on the Education Select Commit¬ 
tee, has called for ‘radical action’ to 
improve standards in Black Country 
schools. He said the area lags behind 
national standards in basic numeracy 
and literacy. 

Mr Austin said: “We need to make 
education our number one priority 
because the only way we’ll attract the 
new investment and jobs on which the 
area’s prosperity depends is by having 
the skills new industries need. 

“This is a huge problem and we all 
have to work together to solve it.” 

He added: “I want every Black 
Country business to work with 
schools and offer work placements so 
youngsters can see you only succeed 
through hard work. 

“The whole community has to make 
a commitment to having the sharpest 
improvement in school standards in 
the country.” 

Mr Austin called for every business 
in the region to get in partnership 
with local schools to teach young peo¬ 
ple more about the world of work. 

He stressed that ‘proper’ work ex¬ 
perience placements were needed, 
particularly in manufacturing and 
engineering companies, hi-tech busi¬ 
nesses, law, banks and professional 
services companies.

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Council pay 
funeral bill 
for victims 
of terrorist 

THE funerals of three generations of 
a Black Country family murdered in 
the Tunisia terror attack will be paid 
for by Sandwell Council. 

The gesture comes after Wal¬ 
sall Football Club revealed it is to 
place three permanent memorials 
at Banks’s Stadium in tribute to the 
three Saddlers fans - Adrian Evans, 
his father Patrick Evans and nephew 
Joel Richards. 

Sandwell council leader Darren 
Cooper revealed that the authority 
would cover burial fees and other 
funeral costs for the victims. Adrian 
Evans, who lived in Bilston, worked 
for Sandwell Council for more than 
30 years. Councillor Cooper said it 
was ‘the least we could do’. The move 
is expected to save the family around 
£5,000. 

He said: “We have spoken to the fu¬ 
neral directors and it has been agreed 
between the council and the Co-oper¬ 
ative to waive the fees for the burial 
and the funeral for the family.” 

The funerals are expected to take 
place in the next few weeks. The 
three family members were among 30 
British holidaymakers shot dead by a 
gunman on a beach in Sousse. 

More than 2,000 people observed a 
minute’s silence for 19-year-old Joel, 
Patrick, aged 78, both from Wednes- 
bury, and Adrian, 49, at the council 
house in Oldbury on Friday, as did 
thousands across the country at 11am. 
A service was held at Walsall Banks’s 
Stadium, attended by Joel’s brother 
Owen Richards, 16, who survived the 
attack, and his mother Suzanne.

Mugger made victim kiss

A PROLIFIC mugger who humiliated a 
15-year-old victim by forcing him to kiss his 
shoes after robbing him has been locked up 
for four years and eight months. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that 
Thomas Rose, aged 18, already had an ‘ap¬ 
palling’ record of offending when he struck 
twice in the space of two days in and around 
Dudley bus station in March. 

Rose, a father, of Sidwick Crescent, Et- 
tingshall, had chalked up 11 convictions 
for 24 offences over a four-year period be¬ 
fore he robbed the 15-year-old boy he had 
threatened to stab on March 21, taking his 
mobile phone and £3 cash. 


In an incident on the following day, 
Rose brandished a knife when he robbed a 
17-year-old youth of his mobile phone. 

Miss Fiona Cortese, prosecuting, said 
that Rose had not only threatened to stab 
the first victim, who subsequently gave up 
the cash and phone, but he was forced to 
kiss Rose’s shoes. 

Knifepoint 

Father-of-one Rose - who has another 
child on the way - struck again at the bus 
station the following day, holding up an¬ 
other teenager at knifepoint and making 
off with his phone.

Rose was arrested after he had been spot¬ 
ted by police on CCTV taken from the bus 
station. 

Mr Christopher O’Gorman, defending, 
said: “He has had a turbulent upbring¬ 
ing, to say the least. He has accrued the 
sort of record of offending for someone 10 
years older. The time has come now, with 
his partner expecting his second child, for 
him to realise that if he wants to spend any 
time with his children he’s going to have to 
change his ways.” 

Rose admitted two counts of robbery. 
Judge Amjad Nawaz sent him to a Young 
Offenders Institution for 56 months. 


College facing challenge 
after 50 redundancies 


A COLLEGE boss has admitted they 
face a ‘challenging’ period after it 
was revealed that around 50 staff at 
Birmingham Metropolitan College 
will be made redundant. 

The college, which has sites in Stour¬ 
bridge, Brierley Hill, Great Barr and Kid¬ 
derminster, announced in April that up to 
250 jobs could be axed due to a reduction 
in funding. But bosses had hoped to cut 
the posts through voluntary redundan¬ 
cies. 

Andrew Cleaves, Principal and CEO at the 
college, said: “We have had a good response to 
our voluntary severance programme and will 
deliver most of our targeted savings through 
this scheme. Unfortunately, we will need to 
make around 50 people redundant across the 
college. 

“We are consulting further with staff to min¬ 
imise the impact wherever possible. 

“As part of our efficiency programme, we are 
working closely with our key funding partners, 
including the Skills Funding Agency, who are 
supporting us through this challenging period.” 

The college currently has 1,600 staff across 
its sites but funding has been cut by a third in 
recent years. Earlier this year the college of¬ 
ficially unveiled a £5 million makeover of the 
Stourbridge site. 

Mr Cleaves has vowed that current students 
will not be affected by the job losses and said 
they were aiming to continue to offer the same 
range of courses. 

It is not yet known exactly how many posts 
will go at Stourbridge’s Hagley Road site, Brier¬ 
ley Hill’s Art and Design Centre and Advanced 
Technology Centre, Kidderminster Academy or 
the James Watt campus in Great Barr. 

Improvements 

The news comes weeks after Ofsted inspec¬ 
tors urged the college to make improvements. 

Inspectors said too few students achieved 
their qualifications, especially in English and 
maths. They claimed attendance to some les¬ 
sons was poor. But the report did highlight a 
series of strengths, saying teaching, learning 
and assessment were outstanding in manufac¬ 
turing technology apprenticeships. 

Wollaston and Stourbridge Councillor Nico¬ 
las Barlow said: “It is a shame when they have 
spent so much money on the new building and 
now have to make 50 people redundant.”

A community in Normandy has 
shown its respect at the grave 
of a brave pilot for 70 years, 

ROBERT COX reports 

AMID the atrocities of war are sto¬ 
ries of remarkable human kind¬ 
ness. 

Among them is the heart-warming tale 
of the determination of a French commu¬ 
nity to honour an RAF pilot from Kinver, 
who died when his plane was shot down 
over their rural hamlet in Normandy. 

Pilot Officer George Boucher was aged just 
21 when he was shot down on August 5, 1944, 
crash landing near Caligny, which has a popu¬ 
lation of fewer than 1,000 people. 

Among them was Claude Pailleux. He went 
immediately to the wreck, which had been 
surrounded, he later recalled, by around 100 
German soldiers. 

After a long process of negotiation, and at 
the risk of reprisal, he convinced them to let 
him take the body for burial. 

In a 1946 letter, Claude wrote: “The plane 
came down in flames in a field of beetroot. The 
pilot however had time to jump by parachute, 
but without doubt too near the ground, for it 
had hardly opened. On the morrow - Sunday - 
we were able to make him a coffin of oak by a 
local carpenter to bury him worthily. 

Liberated 

“We buried him at the foot of a little shrine 
at the edge of a highway in the hamlet of 
Caligny. Around 100 people were present at 
the funeral at 3pm in the afternoon. 

“He was buried in a shroud and a score or so 
of wreaths were placed there. He was therefore 
buried with all the respect due to his courage.” 

Caligny was liberated by the 11th British 
Armoured Division on August 16,11 days after 
George was killed. 

In the letter to George’s parents, Claude 
promised them he would take care of George’s 
grave, a promise which the Pailleux family and 
their community have kept ever since. 

This was in keeping with the wish of 
George’s mother that her son’s remains should 
stay where they were buried in Caligny rather 
than being transferred to a military cemetery. 


A close friendship has since grown between 
the two families. The Boucher family first vis¬ 
ited George’s grave in the 1960s and have been 
travelling to the area regularly since. 

This culminated last month in the unveiling 
of a memorial plaque, telling George’s story, 
on the wall of the chapel next to his grave. 

The plaque includes details of his remarka¬ 
ble military career and how the insistence of a 
Frenchman ensured he got a dignified burial. 

Nearly two years earlier, in October 1943, 
George had made a forced landing in northern 
France, in the Pas-de-Calais region, after his 
plane was damaged while attacking a train in 
occupied territory. 

In a letter he explained how he was saved 
by the French Resistance, so he could return 
home to continue the war against the Nazis. 

He wrote about the aftermath of that crash 
landing, explaining: “I ran on to a road, 
on which was a Frenchman in a cart. I had 


learned French at school and spoke to him. He 
said he could not help me but told me to hide 
in the hedge. 

“About an hour after the crash three Ger¬ 
man soldiers arrived and mounted guard over 
the aircraft, and I learned afterwards that two 
lorries loaded with soldiers went round the 
roads in the district.” 

With the help of the French Resistance, 
George avoided capture and survived a long 
and hazardous journey through France to neu¬ 
tral Spain, returning to England to fly again. 

The plaque was paid for after the Boucher 
family managed to raise £1,655 in donations 
from family and friends. George’s nephew, 
Mike Boucher, travelled to the unveiling cer¬ 
emony with brother David and those who had 
helped with the appeal. 

He said: “The ceremony itself was a won¬ 
derful occasion but, as I said in my address on 
the day, the grave has been tended ever since 


George was buried in 1944. Claude Pailleux’s 
widow is still alive. We sort of grew up with 
her family. 

“The grave is very unusual in that it is on 
its own and people may get the feeling it is 
forgotten but it is not. It is a wonderful story 
associated with it.” 

Mr Boucher, who is the assistant head¬ 
teacher at Summerhill School in Kingswin- 
ford, says his family are immensely grateful to 
those from the French Resistance who helped 
George and, of course, to the people of Caligny. 

He added: “For Claude to have negotiated 
a burial with German soldiers in the middle 
of the Normandy campaign takes some doing. 
His sister Jacqueline later became the prime 
carer for the grave for 30 or 40 years. Then 
the mayor of Caligny gave the promise the 
community would always look after the grave, 
which has been kept by all the mayors since.”

Man assaulted his

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A 29-year-old man who pushed his former partner into 
bushes before stamping on her £200 mobile telephone 
has avoided spending further time behind bars.

Curfew 

He placed Price on supervision for two years and or¬ 
dered him to obey a three month curfew between the 
hours of 8pm and 7am. 

Judge Webb, sitting at Wolverhampton Crown Court, 
also made a two year restraining order forbidding Price 
from having any contact with his former partner. 

“This is a case that amply deserves custody but you 
have already served the equivalent of a 13 month prison 
sentence,” said Judge Webb. 


Wolves fans 
punished 
for brawl 
outside pub 


A WOLVES fan has been jailed for six months 
and four others given suspended sentences 
and football banning orders after a fight out¬ 
side a Brighton pub. 

Punches were thrown during the incident outside 
the Railway Bell, Brighton, more than two years ago 
— on May 4, 2013, the day that Wolves were relegat¬ 


ed from the Championsh 
2-0 by Brighton & Hove 
Albion. 

But a police officer said 
that those before the court 
were ‘not true fans’, unlike 
the majority of well-behaved 
Wolves supporters who were 
able to control their frustra¬ 
tion at the result. 

Ward Morgan, aged 27, of 
Goldthorn Hill, Blakenhall, 
Wolverhampton, pleaded 
guilty to affray and assault 
occasioning actual bodily 
harm. 

He was sentenced to six 
months imprisonment for 
both offences to run concur¬ 
rently and given a six-year 
football banning order. 

Sukhraj Boparai, 24, of 
Copse Road, Dudley, Ricky 
Briffa, 26, of Trench Road, 
Telford, Jordan Hodkins, 
19, of Wilson Road, Cose- 
ley, and Ricky Bates, 28, of 
Marnel Drive, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, had all pleaded guilty to 
affray. 

Banning 

They were each sentenced 
to nine months imprison¬ 
ment suspended for two 
years and given three-year 
football banning orders.

said: “This was a joint in¬ 
vestigation with colleagues 
from West Midlands Foot¬ 
ball Unit.

The result confirmed their 
relegation to League One, 
just a year after dropping 
out of the Premier League.

Move for housing 
by island rejected 

PLANS to build 14 apartments off a busy 
Black Country island have been blocked. 

Members of Dudley Council’s Develop¬ 
ment Control Committee voted against the 
scheme, which included 25 car park spaces, 
on empty land at the junction of Thorns 
Road and Caledonia near Lye. Concerns 
were raised about traffic, the number of 
parking spaces and ‘intensification’ of the 
site. 

Chairman Councillor Qadar Zada, said “I 
do think the site requires redevelopment. I 
do not think there is much debate on that. 

“The debate is around what the develop¬ 
ments look like. I think this development 
sticks out like a sore thumb on this particu¬ 
lar site.” 

Council leader Councillor Pete Lowe, also 
opposed the scheme. 


Badgers are causing a hole 
lot of trouble for pensioners 


PENSIONERS are being told to stay 
out of their gardens because of an 
aggressive clan of badgers. 

The animals are causing havoc by tun¬ 
nelling under the gardens of Enville Place 
bungalows in Short Street, Stourbridge, 
leaving residents in fear that the ground 
could cave in. 

Connie Underhill, whose garden backs onto 
the Baylie Court flats, said two holes had opened 
up in her garden and she has been warned not 
to walk on her lawn due to concerns the ground 


could give way. It meant as temperatures soared 
to almost 30C (86F) last week, she was unable to 
go into the back garden. 

Dudley Council is in discussions with Accord 
Housing, who are responsible for the bungalows. 
Urban Wildlife have been called in to see the 
badgers do not come to any harm. 

Bill 

Residents also fear they could be made to foot 
part of the bill for moving the badgers, but Dud¬ 
ley Council said nothing had been decided yet. 

Badgers were first spotted in Enville Place 


around five years ago but they had appeared to 
have moved on - until recently. 

Mrs Underhill, aged 82, who has lived in her 
bungalow for almost two years, said: “I can’t use 
my garden, I have been told not to go out there. 

“I wouldn’t like anything cruel done to them 
but it has got to the point where it has got to 
be dealt with. I’m unsettled with the situation.” 

Dudley Council housing boss Gaye Partridge 
said: “We are currently working to identify who 
has responsibility for any work which is needed 
to resolve the issues.” 


Homes plan at 
warehouse site 

MORE than 60 homes will be built on the 
site of a former factory in Netherton un¬ 
der new plans. 

The former Kuehne and Nagel UK 
warehouse buildings would be demolished 
to make way for the development. 

Outline planning permission has al¬ 
ready been granted for a housing estate, 
near Saltwells Nature Reserve, and now 
Persimmon Homes West Midlands has 
lodged detailed plans with Dudley Coun¬ 
cil. A total of 62 homes will be built on the 
site, off Saltwells Road with a mixture of 
two and three-storey properties. 

The planning application submitted by 
agent Clive Smith says the development 
will ‘reflect the local character’ of the 
area.

Midlands needs 
more than JLR

IF the Midlands is to be the 
‘engine for growth’ so de¬ 
sired by the Chancellor, it’s 
going to need a lot more than 
Jaguar Land Rover at the i54 
to keep it from just ticking 
over. 

That is not to in any way belit¬ 
tle the £500 million investment on 
the South Staffordshire/Wolver- 
hampton border. 

But it does at times appear as though 
it’s the biggest, if not the only, show in 
town in an effort to show what’s being 
done to revive the economy. 

The letters JLR roll off the tongue 
of virtually every council leader, exec¬ 
utive or visiting minister wanting to 
talk up the achievements of the West 
Midlands. 

Worse 

The growth figures, of course, sug¬ 
gest this region is leading the way in 
improvement. It just had a much worse 
position to start from than many other 
areas when it came to unemployment. 
Replicating the JLR success is the 
dream for virtually every single coun¬ 
cil across the West Midlands. 

To do that, they want to embrace 
George Osborne’s ‘enterprise zones’ 
- designated development sites which 
come with relaxed planning laws and 
tax breaks. 

When it came to JLR at the i54, 
Wolverhampton and Staffordshire 
councils were able to team up and bor¬ 
row the money to do the £37 million 
worth of slip road extension work on 
the M54 - a major pulling factor for a 
car maker that needed good and quick 
access to the motorway network for its 
suppliers.

Now Dudley Council has its own 
version of the i54 in its sights - more 
than 200 acres of land bordering 
Manor Way in Halesowen and the M5 
motorway. The dream is 6,000 jobs. 
The nightmare is the perceived threat 
to the green belt. 

The Halesowen Abbey Trust says 
there is ‘historic countryside that 
Dudley Council are seriously threat¬ 
ening’. Some of the Conservatives 
in Dudley agree with the opponents, 
including the Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis MP James Morris. 

He accompanied the Chancellor 
on a pre-election visit to Westley 
Plastics in Cradley Heath where Mr 
Osborne made his vow to create ap¬ 
prenticeships and enterprise zones. 
The problem may well be that the real 
big money spinners will want a blank 
canvas, and a massive one at that, to 
bring their new high end manufactur¬ 
ing sites to. 


The solution would be to split up 
the enterprise zone perks and spread 
them across multiple brownfield, der¬ 
elict, former industrial sites which the 
Black Country has in abundance. 

No word yet from the Chancellor on 
the impending closure of Goodyear in 
Wolverhampton after nearly 90 years 
on the site. 

That’s odd, given how George Os¬ 
borne is so keen on the Midlands as an 
‘engine’. What about the tyres? 

The parallels between now and the 
late 1920s are striking. 

Back then, towns all over Britain 
were competing to get the tyre maker 
in. Wolverhampton won. Fast for¬ 
ward to today and enterprise zones 
are all about attractive incentives. 
Getting JLR was a fantastic coup. But 
the sad decline of Goodyear, where my 
grandfather worked shows the danger 
of putting all our eggs in one basket.

was inspired by hit film The Blues Brothers 
starring Dan Ackroyd and John Belushi, 
which featured lots of straight-faced hu¬ 
mour, car chases and music from a host of 
soul, blues and jazz stars. 

“I was given a copy of the film by a friend 
and watched it four times in a row,” said 
Jim. He bought a Pontiac Parisienne car for 
£200 to have a big American-style car like 
those in the movies and determined to sing 
and play harmonica in a blues band. 

He was able to secure a slot at The Broad¬ 
way pub, in Norton, Stourbridge, and set 
about starting up a group featuring gui¬ 
tarist Iain Willetts, pianist Dave Crowley, 
Neil Spray son and a young Adrian Chiles 
on bass. 

“It was phenomenal. People absolutely 
loved it,” said Jim, who had met Adrian 
from Hagley at gigs in and around the 
Black Country. After just a handful of gigs, 


Adrian and Neil left the group for univer¬ 
sity. Drummer Neil Bullock, who is now 
one of the country’s top drummers, bass 
player Dave Green and Bob Pountney, who 
played trumpet, joined the group, and a few 
months later so did trombone player Paul 
Roberts — and he is travelling back from 
his home in Australia for the reunion. Sue 
Clarke sang with the group. 

The Broadway, JBs in Dudley and now 
demolished Stewponey roadhouse pub at 
Stourton were among their regular venues. 

After a couple of years they took on man¬ 
ager, Tony Perry. He had co-run the PMA 
agency based in Waterloo Road, Wolver¬ 
hampton, and had been a director of the 
Lafayette club in Wolverhampton as well as 
managing the band Trapeze, whose mem¬ 
bers went on to join Deep Purple, Black 
Sabbath and Whitesnake. 

They went on to find fame outside the 
Midlands, even even outside the UK, by 
performing at jazz and blues festivals. 
They played at the Royal Albert Hall with 
reggae star Desmond Dekker. In 1991 the 


band was invited by Chuck Berry to be ‘spe¬ 
cial guests’ on his UK tour. The band also 
played on the same bill as Robert Plantand 
Whitesnake’s Bernie Marsden even guested 
with the band in Birmingham. 

Father-of-two from Quarry Bank Jim is 
still gigging, with Big Jim’s Boogie Band, 
but he says their best gigs were at Stour¬ 
bridge Town Hall. “They were electric 
nights, jam-packed and there was always 
great banter,” he said. 

Latterly bassist Paul Turner performed 
with the group and now tours with Jamir- 
oquai, while saxophonist Rob Hughes has 
performed with ABC. 

The gig in September will also mark a 
moment to remember band member Dave 
Crowley who died 21 years ago in a moun¬ 
taineering accident on Snowdon. 

The concert at Stourbridge Town Hall 
on September 11 is a 30-year reunion and 
former manager Tony, of Finchfield, said: 
“It should be a great night, it is like them 
coming home.” Tickets are available online 
at Midland Box Office or call 0870 320 7000.

Jail put on 
hold over 
attack on 
paramedic 


A MAN who kicked a paramedic who was 
trying to give him medical assistance in a 
Black Country street has escaped an imme¬ 
diate stint behind bars. 

Aston Hamilton lashed out at a paramedic in Hope 
Street, West Bromwich, booting him in the shoulder 
as he tried to perform a pain stimuli test to check 


consciousness levels. 

At Sandwell Magistrates 
Court last week, Hamil¬ 
ton, aged 59, was jailed for 
12 weeks suspended for 12 
months after he had been 
found guilty of assault by 
beating. 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service NHS Trust 
has welcomed the sentence 
and said that assaults 
against ambulance staff are 
‘completely unacceptable’. 

A medical team had ar¬ 
rived at the scene on June 
10 in response to a report 
that an unconscious man 
was lying in the street. 

When paramedics arrived 
they found Hamilton in the 
street and began to admin¬ 
ister first aid. On treating 
him they found that he was 
breathing normally and not 
in any danger. 

But when a paramedic at¬ 
tempted to carry out a pain

stimuli test by squeezing 
Hamilton’s finger, the de¬ 
fendant shouted at him and 
kicked out. One of the blows 
hit the victim’s shoulder, 
resulting in him requiring 
medical treatment. 

Police were alerted and 
Hamilton was arrested at 
the scene. As part of his 
conviction Hamilton, from 
Lozells, Birmingham, was 
ordered to pay £150 com¬ 
pensation, £350 costs and an 
£80 victim surcharge. 

Bindi Athwal, District 
Crown Prosecutor from 
West Midlands Crown Pros¬ 
ecution Service said: “Med¬ 
ics should be free to work 
without fear of being phys¬ 
ically or verbally assaulted, 
especially by those individ¬ 
uals like Aston Hamilton 
whom they are trying to 
help.”

AFTER a 35-year absence from the UK stage, multi 
award-winning singer Bette Midler is back in Blighty.

Since releasing her first album The Divine Miss M in 1972, 
which won her first Grammy, Midler has become a global star 
as an actress, singer and comedienne.

But achieving success has not been an easy ride for the 
ambitious performer who left a factory job in Hawaii for the 
mean streets of New York as a teenager in the late ‘60s.

But the 69-year-old says she is 
glad she is not starting out in the business now. 

“I would not even want to hazard it,” she explains. “The 
music business is so treacherous and crowded. There are peo¬ 
ple who can barely sing but that doesn’t stop them.” 

She added: “I discovered people in this business will hurt 
you. A lot of people cannot stand a woman with power and it 
was left for me to learn that you have to stand on your own 
two feet.”

Time for Bedouin after

NO postcard, picture or poster 
does them justice. 

Gigantic stone monuments more 
than 3,000 years old, each with beau¬ 
tifully carved artwork portraying an¬ 
cient kings and mysterious gods, with 
the bright colours still visible today. 

Three main temples created over a 1,300 
year period by powerful pharaohs with 
enormous brick walls covered with propa¬ 
ganda. Surrounded by stone sphinx, stat¬ 
ues to the kings and obelisks, the Temple 
of Karnak in Luxor, Egypt, is the largest 
temple complex ever built. 

The Valley of the Kings once boasted 
5,000 visitors a day. Today it struggles to 
reach 1,000 - but footfall is increasing with 
stability in this proud country. 

Venturing into Egypt can feel like enter¬ 
ing an untouched paradise. When strolling

past the ticket inspector at the entrance 
to King Ramesses II’s tomb, I’m told the 
queues used to snake around the entrance 
at the height of tourism. 

My trip with Red Sea Holidays started 
from Birmingham International Airport. 
Five hours is all it took to get into the new¬ 
ly-built terminal at Hurghada Airport. 

My accommodation was the 280-room 
five-star Makadi Spa Hotel. Within the 
complex there were five restaurants plus 
two international buffets. Bars surrounded 
each swimming pool at the hotel, which also 
had its own private beach just a two-minute 
walk away. 

But I wasn’t just there to relax as an 
adrenaline-fuelled quad biking excursion in 
the desert followed the next day, travelling 
for about 20 minutes before stopping off 


to visit a camp of desert natives called the 
Bedouin. They live in their own community 
away from the rest of Egypt and once one 
person leaves he can never come back. How¬ 
ever, they allow visitors to the camp, invite 
them in to look at a wide array of spiders, 
scorpions and snakes in an animal centre, 
and give them bumpy camel rides. 

Vibrant 

After lunch at an international res¬ 
taurant and dinner at the hotel’s steak 
diner, we trekked out to the port area of 
Hurghada. It had a vibrant feel about it and 
we ended up in Friends bar for some drinks 
and a smoke of shisha. 

I set off the following day on a snor¬ 
kelling trip. But as the sun came down, I 
headed for Orange Bay - an unbelievable 
sight of long white beaches with a shallow 
bay which stretched out for more than 200 


metres. The afternoon flew by before we 
returned for the best meal of the trip - a 
Lebanese restaurant called Tarbush at the 
neighbouring Grand Makadi Hotel and 
watched the night go by with traditional 
Egyptian dancers. 

The next morning I visited Karnack Tem¬ 
ple and the Valley of the Kings and later 
joined the five-star MS Grand Rose a cruise 
boat on the River Nile in Esna, which set 
off on a three- hour cruise, while I sipped 
cocktails and relaxed on top deck. 

The evening was finished off with a meal 
in the ship’s own restaurant, followed by 
more drinks on the top deck and a luxury 
overnight stay in a cabin. 

Back at base, I slipped into the swimming 
pool at the neighbouring Sunwing Hotel’s 
waterpark and even tried some of the water 
slides. When I returned, flying back to Lon¬ 
don Gat wick, knowing I had tasted heaven.

We always agree, don’t we? 

I We’ve got the same ideas. 

1 We often have the same 
dreams. We always have the same 
thoughts. It’s like talking to the same 
person. It’s like we’re one brain. 

That’s the thoughts of Christie and 
Louise Miller, and probably sums up 
what most people think being a twin is 
like - that shared experience and, 
possibly, a kind of psychic connection. 

For those of us whose siblings were 
born years apart just don’t understand 
what nine months of sharing a womb 
can mean. We may be boring and 
mundane, but at least nobody knows 
what we’re thinking 24/7 - because 
that would be a bad thing, right? 

Not according to those featured in 
this fascinating documentary, which 
introduces viewers to a variety of 
twins from different backgrounds who 
have extraordinary stories to tell. 

Among them is Anais Bordier, who 
grew up in Paris after being adopted 
by a French couple, but discovered 
she had a twin sister living in Los 
Angeles after seeing footage of her 
online. 


“I assumed someone had just 
posted a video of me online,” she 
says. “When I watched it, I realised it 
wasn’t me, but I was like, ‘who’s that?”’ 

It was, in fact, Samantha Futimar, 
an actress who had appeared in 
Memoirs of a Geisha. The girls shared 
the same birthday and had been born 
in South Korea. They eventually met in 
London. 

“I think we spent five minutes 
looking at our teeth, and our nose and 
our eyebrows and hands,” smiles 
Anais. “Getting our DNA results was 
the last stitch in the pillow. Knowing 
that everything we’d hoped for, and 
already knew, was actually true.” 

Brenda and Bonnie Bowers were 
identical twin girls who grew up 
together in America’s mid-west. 

‘All our activities were together and 
people looked at us as a unit,” reveals 
Brenda, who is seven minutes 
younger than her sibling. “We did have 
the same tastes. If I didn’t like 
something, I’m positive Bonnie didn’t 
like it either. I always knew where she 
stood, what she was thinking and 
feeling.” 


Despite that close bond, Brenda 
was stunned when Bonnie initially 
came out as a lesbian, then opted for 
gender reassignment. They now claim 
the choice made by Bonnie - who 
renamed himself Aiden - has, in fact, 
brought them even closer together. 

“We grabbed on for dear life, to go 
through this together. It made me hold 
on even more to the idea that we’re 
twins. I can easily say it’s just a name 
change. There’s that core connection 
that can’t be broken.” 

Other siblings featured here include 
Malcolm and Andrew. Now toddlers, 
their bond proved useful when Andrew 
alerted his parents to the fact that 
Malcolm was struggling to breathe. 

Tim and James Brown from 
Liverpool both suffered kidney 
problems as toddlers, but only James 
recovered fully. 

Luckily, Tim had a ready-made 
kidney donor available, thanks to his 
brother James, when he desperately 
needed a transplant. 

The differences between twins may 
be small, but it is not unusual for twins 
to react differently to illness.

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Three VWs 
to get new 
ultra-frugal 
engines

UK order books are now open for a raft of 
new ultra-frugal petrol models in the Golf 
hatchback, Estate and SV. Powered by a new 
three-cylinder 1.0-litre 115 PS turbocharged 
petrol engine, the new Golf TSI BlueMotion 
returns 65.7 mpg on the combined cycle with 
C02 emissions of just 99 g/km. 

Also available for the first time with a BlueMotion 
engine is the option of a DSG automatic gearbox. 
These cars combine the economy benefits of a die¬ 
sel with the upfront price benefits of a petrol, with the 
Golf Match TSI BlueMotion costing £19,740 recom¬ 
mended price on-the-road. 

The first deliveries of these cars are due in Sep¬ 
tember. 

At the heart of the TSI BlueMotion is a 1.0-litre (999 cc) 
three-cylinder turbocharged TSI engine from the EA211 se¬ 
ries. This generates 115 PS from 5,000 to 5,500 rpm; stand¬ 
still to 62 mph takes 9.7 seconds while top speed is 127 
mph. 

With 200 Nm, the TSI BlueMotion has the highest specif¬ 
ic torque of any large-scale production series of petrol en¬ 
gines. This is available from 2,000 rpm, though 150 Nm is 
already delivered from just 1,500 rpm. 

Combined economy for the Golf hatchback is 65.7 mpg 
with C02 emissions of 99 g/km for both the six-speed 
manual and seven-speed DSG versions. Such economy is 
achieved through substantial engine development as well 
as a number of aerodynamic measures. 

By lowering the chassis by 15 mm, adapting the radia¬ 
tor grille, optimising the cooling airflow and fitting special 
underfloor panels and a rear spoiler, the Golf TSI BlueMo- 
tion’s Cd value has been reduced to 0.28 (from 0.29 in the 
standard Golf). 

The car also features super low rolling resistance tyres. 
While this improvement may sound modest, it should be 
noted that in developing the seventh generation Golf, en¬ 
gineers made a 10 per cent improvement in aerodynamics. 

Integrated 

Inside the engine, an ultra-rigid crankcase made of light¬ 
weight die-cast aluminium and its compact construction 
with three cylinders mean the 1.0-litre TSI is around 15 kg 
lighter than a comparable four-cylinder engine. 

The exhaust manifold has been fully integrated into the 
cylinder head and fitted with a cooling jacket to make the 
best possible use of exhaust gas energy during the warm¬ 
up phase and to cool the exhaust gases even more effec¬ 
tively at high loads. 

The TSI BlueMotion is also fitted with a toothed belt, 
which compared to a chain drive, reduces friction by around 
30 per cent, while the maximum injection pressure of the 
1.0-litre TSI is high for a petrol at 250 bar, while advanced 
five-hole solenoid injectors ensure precise fuel injections 
and results in faster energy conversion. 

Unlike the diesel BlueMotion model which is based on the 
entry-level S, the Golf TSI BlueMotion comes as standard in 
Match trim. 

As such it benefits from equipment highlights including 
ESC, XDS and seven airbags, an Automatic Post Collision 
Braking System, a PreCrash system, cruise control, stop/ 
start with battery regeneration and driver alert (NB ACC and 
Front Assist are not standard). 

The Golf Match TSI BlueMotion has 16-inch ‘Dover’ alloy 
wheels. 

This new 1.0-litre BlueMotion engine will also be available 
in the Golf Estate and Golf SV, with predicted fuel econo¬ 
my figures of 65.7 mpg and 99 g/km (103 for DSG) for the 
Estate, and 62.8 mpg /105 g/km (61.4/105 for DSG) for the 
SV.

relegation. But so far Loftus Road 
officials have dug in their heels 
and Pulis is ready to look else¬ 
where after ruling that the £10m 
valuation is too high. 

He has already signed Wigan 
winger James McClean and wants 
another wide option before the 
season kicks off at home to Man¬ 
chester City on August 10. 

Albion had hoped to have Phil¬ 
lips on board before the squad flew 
to America on Sunday for their 
second pre-season tour. 

And they still believe common 
ground can be found with Rangers 
over the transfer fee, with Phillips 
keen to make the move. 

But the current impasse in ne¬ 
gotiations is dragging on further 
into the transfer window. 

Albion are currently in Austria 
preparing for tomorrow’s opening 
pre-season friendly against Red 
Bull Salzburg. 

And 19-year-old centre-back 
Shaun Donnellan has spoken of 
his delight after flying out to join 
the first team on the day he signed 
his first professional contract. 


Wolves pull 
out of deal for 
Chris Wood 

WOLVES have pulled out of the race 
to sign Chris Wood. It is believed 
Leicester City want £3m for the for¬ 
mer Albion man - a figure Wolves 
are not prepared to match.

The Baggies’ players have been woken at 5.30am 
for pre-breakfast runs and have been subjected to 
three intense training sessions each day since arriv¬ 
ing in the Alps on Thursday. 

Captain Darren Fletcher admitted last week that 
the regime was even tougher than he had expected, 
but Pulis says his squad have responded well. 

“The players have been fantastic and have really 
bought into what we are trying to do even though it 
is extremely tough,” he said. 

“It is pretty hot and humid out here in Austria and
